the 


House of Commons yesterday that

his nation's course. 


It was understood, however, that 


he would press for maintenance of 
sanctions only in the event that 
other leading powers agree. 


Authorities here admit that any 


aggressive attempt to perpetuate 
penalties might meet with grave 
difficulties sJad 
possible 
defeat. 


They have information that several 
sanctiohist powers have become 
restive and prefer to write off pen- 
alties as a loss particularly since 
the Italian seizure of Ethiopia is 
already an accomplished fact. 


Britain, these sources say, can 


hardly be expected to resist 
a 


stampede of league countries away 
from sanctions. 


One important political faction 


here is strongly in favor of a can- 
did admission by the league that 
it has been a complete failure in 
the Ethiopian adventure. Eden did 
not go quite,so strong before Com- 
mons although he conceded that 
the failure of the league had been 
a bitter disappointment. 


It was reliably reported that 


Eden will approach representatives 
of Russia, France, the Little En- 
tente and other nations with a view 
toward initiating negotiations for 
reforming 
the 
league covenant. 


These plans are likely to be a po- 
tent subject of diplomatic consul- 


j tations until the December league 
I assembly when they may come to 
fruition.
